Pursuant to Commission Regulation 807 KAR 5:056, Section
1{12), IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that:

1. Big Rivers Electri¢ Corperation ("Big Rivers") shall
appear in Hearing Room 1 of the Commission's offices at 730
Schenkel Lane, Frankfort, Kentucky, on March 2, 1985 at 9:00 a.m.,
Eastern Standard Time, to submit itself to examination on the
application of its fuel adjustment clause from November 1, 1952 to
October 31, 1994,

2. The procedural schedule set forth in Appendix A to this
Order shall be followed.

3. All requests for information and responses thereto shall
be appropriately indexed. All responses shall include the name of
the witness who will be responsible for responding to the questions
related to the information provided, with copies to all parties of
record and 10 copies to the Commission.

4, Big Rivers shall notify its customers in writing of the
date, time, place, and purpose of the hearing or shall publish such

notice in accordance with B07 KAR 5:011, Section 8(5).



5. The record of Case No. 90-360-C' is incorporated by
reference into the record of this proceeding.

6. All documents which Big Rivers filed with the Commission
pursuant to 807 KAR 5:056, Section 1(7) and 1(9) during the periocd
under review are incorporated by reference into the record of this
proceeding.

7. Big Rivers shall, on or before December 16, 1994, file
with the Commission an original and 10 copies of the information
requested in Appendix B. Each copy shall be placed in a bound
volume with each item tabbed. When a number of sheets are required
for an item, each sheet should be appropriately indexed; for
example, Item l(a), Sheet 2 of 6. Big Rivers shall furnish with
each response the name of the witness who will be available at the
public hearing to respond to questions concerning each area of
information requested. Careful attention shall be given to copied
material to ensure its legibility.

requirements for the years 1995 and 1996 in tons and dollars.



6. Provide Big Rivers' most recent sales projections for the
vears 1995 and 1996 in KWH and dollars.

7. Provide separately the amounts ¢of power purchases used in
the calculation of sales provided in response to Item 3.

8. Provide separately the amounts of inter-system power
sales used in the calculation of sales provided in response to Item
3.

9. Provide the planned maintenance schedule for each of Big
Rivers' generating units for the period November 1, 1994 ¢to
October 31, 1996.

10. For the years ending October 31, 1993 and October 31,

a. maximum annual system demand; and
b. average annual demand.

11. List 3ll £irm power commitments for Big Rivers from
November 1, 1554 through October 31, 1996 for (a) purchases and (b)
sales.
